We wrote to Miss Jacobs on the 4th February, 1947, about 
Six obnoxious Germans who were in Egypt awaiting repetriatien, and 
enclosed a copy of a Foreign Office letter (¢.399/119/13)of the 
29th January, 1927. I. am attaching a further copy of this letter. 


According to our records, General Headquarters Middle East 
in their telegram No. GO/71695 “of the 1th December, 1945, to 
P.A-I.Ce, undertook to arrance the repatriation of these Germans 
to Germany, but, so far as we know, nothing has yet been done about 
it, although nearly a year and a half has elapsed. 


le are at a loss to understand what is holding up their 
repatriation, if in fact it has not been carried out, and, as we are 
under pressure to answer an enquiry as to whether or not this 
movement has been effected, I should be grateful if you would let us 
have an answer as soon as possible. 


i am enclosing a copy of this letter as you may wish to 
pursue this matter with M.I.5.

Please refer to our letter of 5th June, 


In September we were informed by the British Military Authorities 
in Iraq that their AG Branch had agreed to arrange the repatriation to 
Germany and Austria of such of the dependent relatives of the German 
and Austrian internees shipped home to their countries of origin as 
wished to return, and asked us to ascertain how many they might be, 
We found out that only two of them wished to be returned to Ew'ope, viz., 
Mrs, Eisentrdger and Mrs, Alexandrow, and strongly recommended their 
repatriation on the grounds that we have a certain moral obligation, 
having separated them from their menfolk, to look after them, and that 
in any case if they were to leave Persia, tha men themselves would be 
less likely to seek to return here. 


We are now informed by Headquarters, British Troops in Iraq, that 
they cannot accept responsibility for the movement of these women, 
although they are willing to assist their journey through Iraq, 


We should be grateful to know whether we may eventually send these 
two persons to Germany, if necessary at public expense, and where 
exactly we should send them to, It is probeble that they will both 
wish to proceed to Hamburg, where Kir Alexandrow, the son of 
Mrs. Alexandrow, is understood to have fetched up, and where Karl 
Eisentra&ger, Mrs. Eisentrager*s husband, is thought to be at home, 


Mrs. Eisentr&ger has, however, received no news of her husband 
since he was sent home from Egypt by S.I.M.E. in March; and we have 
therefore asked the Military to ascertain where he is. We should be 
ready to send the two women to Germany only when we have received an 
answer. It would be convenient, however, to know now whether we may 
be authorised in principle to arrange the journey home, and to finance 
it in part or entirely,

I have managed to find the letter 0. 399/1X9/18 of 
29th January from Mr. Gilchrist, but this gives us the 
bare names. 


We do not know which authority is responsible for 
these people, their repatriation, cost of transport, etc. 


Until we have the necessary particulars and are assured 
that someone is going te move these obnoxious Germanstuere 
seems to be no action that we can take. 


I should be grateful, therefore, if you could throw 
any light on this matter.

With reference to our letter of even reference dated 15 Apr 46 


to Intelligence Bureau (copy to you). 


We regret that owing to the absence of S/Ldr Wigglesworth on 


Intelligence Bureau we are only now able to answer your queries 
re the above, 


1. 


(a) The normal regulations governing the repatriation of persons 
to Germany requires that such persons travel in formed parties 

and are checked at the arrival point in Germany against nominal 
rolls which are provided in advance. Where, however, the 

numbers involved are very large, e.g. the forthcoming repatriation 
of 200,000 Germans from Denmark, it is not possible to insist 

on a mominal roll procedure. Nominal roll procedure is, however, 
always required where repatriates are coming from neutral 
countries or other countries which may have had, some time 

during the war, pro-axis leanings. 


(b) PW & DP Division who are normally responsible for such 
repatriation moves always request that nominal rolls reach 
Intelligence Bureau at least fourteen days in advance of the 
date of the move so that a check can be made against their 
central records. 


(c) In the past, great difficulty has been experienced in 
obtaining nominal rolls fourteen days in advance and more often 
than not repatriation parties arrive at a German port or a 
Frontier Control Post before nominal rolls have been received.

This: happened in the recent repatriation of German 
nationals in the s.s. Highland Monarch from the Argentine 
and Spain, 


(a) It is considered, however, that it would not be 
practicable for nominal rolls of repatriates to be forwarded 
to London in advance of the date of arrival of repatriation 
parties. 


2. In regard to the concentration of repatriates in one camp, 
this is normally impracticable and in the case again of large 
numbers of repatriates, they are dealt with through German 
Repatriation Centres in various localities in the British Zone. 


36 Again the question of filling in MGAX Forms is one which 
must be considered in the light of the size of the repatriation 
party. Where repatriation parties are small, Intelligence 
Bureau see no reason whatever why repatriates should not be 
required to fill in these forms but they emphasise that this is 
a matter for this Division and should be handled by Finance 
fficers at the appropriate Mil Gov Detachments as Intelligence 
Bureau are not in a position to ensure that these forms are 
filled in on our behalf. Nevertheless no difficulty should be 
encountered provided the appropriate Finance Officers liaise 
in ‘advance with the appropriate Security Officers to arrange 
distribution of MGAX forms. 


4, Intelligence Bureau advise us that with regard to the 
interchangeof information and of names of repatriates as well 

as facilities of interrogation of German subjects returned to the 
American and French Zones, we shall have to contact our opposite 
numbers in the respective Zones, as Intelligence Bureau can only 
make such arrangements in the case of persons of 'I' interest, 
but not with regard to people of financial interest only but 
there is no doubt that arrangements could be made to comply 

with your request.

Despite the @ifficulties of dealing with this problem, I 
think that we should make a real effort to devise workable 
arrangements because the problem will become more and more 
important as we step up the repatriation programme in the neutral 
countries, 


Referring to the paragraphs of Int. & Stats, letter, 1 should 
like to make the following comments and suggestions for discussion 
between you and them, 


(1) I realise the difficulty about nominal rolls; we have 
exactly the same difficulty about receiving the rolls from neutral 
countries, and that is one of the reasons why it is important 
to have a definite scheme in operation in Germany; 


(2) Repatriates from, e.g. Denmark, are not of as much 
interest to us as repatriates from the neutral countries, e.g. 
Sweden, Switzerland, Portugal and Spain, It is repatriates from 
these latter countries with whom we are primarily concerned, and 
for whom the scheme would be primarily devised, Would it be 
possible to put repatriates from Sweden, Switzerland, Portugal and 
Spain into one camp (if they arrive in the British zone) as an 
interim measure for, say, two months; alternatively, two, or even 
three, camps might be workable provided the same ones were being

(3) It’ séems an excellent suggestion that Finance Officers 
should cope with the MGAX (1) problem, provided that they have 
the time to do so, Here again, however, it seems essential for 
working purposes that the same Finance Officers should be 
responsible to the one, two or three camps each time, The job 
of the Finance Officers in this connection would appear to be 
(a) to receive notification from the camp that a party had 
arrived, and thereupon to instruct the Officer in charge of the 
camp to prepare a list of the names in the party; 
+P to arrange for the completion of MGAX (1) forms; 

c) to send the list of names to A. & I. Branch and through them 
to us; 

(da) send copies of MGAX (1) forms to the local branch of the 
Reichsbank, and to A, & I. Branch (and through them to us and to 
the Pooling Committee - see 4), 


used every time. 


(4) In view of this I suggest that the Information Pooling 
Committee of the GEPC should act as coordinator in the 
following way:- 


(a) A. & I. branch (and its opposite numbers in other zones) 
should send lists of names of repatriates followed by copies of 
MGAX (1) forms to the Pooling Committee. me 

(b) Each zone, meanwhile, will have communijted the names, 
and the MGAX (1) forms, to London, Washington and Paris, who would 
prepare briefs for the interrogation of the repatriates, and 
forward such briefs through A. & I. Branch (and its opposite 
numbers in other zones) to the Pooling Committee. In this way 
the Pooling Committee will be able to coordinate interrogations. 


I should be grateful for your early comments on the above. 
As soon as I have your definite views about a scheme on these or 
other lines I want to discuss the matter with the Americans 
and French here, and should like you to do the same with your 
opposite numbers. But I think it would be wise to have a cut 
and dried scheme in our zone before making arrangements with 
the others,
